nVO EXAMPLES 
There la an unpleosunt anrt dlatresjilnB 
spirit abroad In the land. It Is one which 
■we associate with thr small minority of 
crackpot bigots whose attitude and utter- 
ances are too distasteful to cnusc any wide- 
spread damftgc. 

But some recent manifestations of this 
spirit do not come from the cracltpots. There 
1h, for example, the Thomiu committee 
blast at Dr. Edward U. Condon as one of 
the "weakest links" in our security chain. 
It has been a year since his loyalty was first 
questioned In congress. Yet In all that time 
the committee has Rtven the atomic scientist 
no chance to appear before Its members 
and defend himself. 

A milder reflection of that spirit was the 
banning by a New Jersey school board of a. 
fllxth-gradc social studlc-i textbook on Latin 
America because of a slnRle word. The book's 
author had described the .loclallst govern 
mcnt of Uruguay as "Utopian." 

It may be that the school officials thought 
that the presence of that alngle word would 
cause all their sixth grodcrs to grow up to 
be bomb-throwing reds. The ban has now 
been lifted, but only on condition that the 
publishers revise the chapter on Urugui^. 

Then there waa the. New York City board 
of superintendents' banishment of The Na- 
tion from New York public schools. The Na- 
tion, an old. honorable and liberal ( in the 
accepted non-communWt sense of the word) 
magazine, had published some controversial 
articles on the Catholic church's policy to- 
ward such things as fascism, democracy, 
science, medicine, marriage and education, 
Later the maFiazInc ran a reply to these 
articles by a Catholic. But before this hap- 
pened the public school heads of the nation's 
Jnrgcat, most cosmopolitan and. one might 
think, most tolerant city, had censored and 
pro.tcrlbed the publication. 

These things are not the works of commun- 
Jsts or bundlsts or hooded klansmen. They 
wera done by persons In responsible and 
respected positions. Yet the lirst action 
lE typical of the communists' tactics of de- 
nunclBtlon. and the other two fit Into tho 
philosophy of controlled thought which is a 
part of both communism and fascism. 

The school authorities' action seems much 
the more reprehensible. Dr. Condon's 
putatlon has survived the Thomas committee 
charRcs. And though the committee has 
not had the fairness to let him defend him 
self, the fact that 'It has- not really pressed 
hard for his removal suggests the fllmslness 
of the accusations. 

But thp book-banning Is something else, 
It Is Incredible that the .schools of the great 
city of New York should bo In the charge 
of thoso who feel It their duty not only to 
Impart facts to future citizens, but to try to 
protect them from controversy. 

The attempt to ln.sulate children from coH' 
trovcrsy In this country Is fortunately Im- 
' possible. They can buy The Nation on the 
newsstand.!. But tho idea that someone can 
shackle the free press and ■silence free dis- 
cussion within his limited sphere of authority 
because he disagrees with a viewpoint has 
no place In this democracy.

SPENDING— Aa against Mr. TTumanl ixpe«t«d 
demands for bllUoiu for housing, health, education 
and further minimum wage Increases, thty had 
plannsd to warn agalntt excessive federal spending. 
They Intended lo coupio this proposal with a sug- 
ge«l]on for gm' e mm en t- Industry, labor cooperation 
dealgned to prevent iLrlkea In auch key Induatrlss aa 
steel, coal, rallroada. construction sic. 

Nor did Prealdent Triiman consult John W. Snyder. 
Bocreiary of the treaaury and his Mliwmrl crony. The 
latter has stubbornly resisted federal reserve board'a 
domanils for further curtailment of credit by gor- 
emroent action. Indeed, this attitude Ilea behind hli 
feud with Marrlner S. Eoclei, former head of the FRB. 

Even aa Mr. Truman was formulating hla political 
strategy. Bnjder was wrlUng ta Joseph M. Dodgi, 
president of the American Bankers association. In 
t^iat letter the goremmenfs chief financial officer 
appealed to bankers to fight Inflation by "voluntary" 
curbs on credit and a sharper scrutiny on application* 
for commercial and real estate loom.

Pred Lee Robcrla. of Waterloo, 
will be acquitted ot manslaughter 
because that charge can be aua- 
talned only It he wantonly used 
more force thaa he need have 
defend himself when tho pollci 
abandoned -him to the mob. 
The Jury will agree that a man 
tlacked by a mob whose members 
begin by "rocking" hla aulomoblle 
cannot be exprcled lo exercise calm, 
legal Judgment. 

Tho practice ol "rocking" eara be- 
gan at Uie big automobile planla In 
Michigan Iri riots directed by the 
United Auto Workera under the 
political patronage of Franklin O. 
Roosevelt. 

Thousands of feet of moving pic- 
tures show that this waa done wllh 
the precision ot a battle operation 
by a military' combat team and that 
goons wore uniform caps like 
ttiosc of Mu-viollnl's bliick ahlrtK. 

And the appalling fact lurvlvea 
that Frank Murphy, then governor. 

on the supremo court, called out 
the national Kuard to aupprew Inw- 
abldlnc clllicns who were irjlng to 
re.ibt the rioters. 

Any clllien attacked by a mob Is, 
by tlie dctlnliinn of all tlie new <ler»l 
'■ inU-lynchlng" bills, a victim of 
lynching.

apparent head ;oId, fever or- headache should prompt- 
ly go to bed and get rut and the caro prescribed. 
Many persona who have sonie Indlcatlona ot the ear-

no need for alarm If one shoe's slens that art usually 
aiioctated with It. 

Tliere are some areas In which the dboase appears 
more frcqucnlli-, and It Is well for tho public lo avoid 
unnecessary icon tacts with auch places. If there la be- 
llet that one may have be«n exposed, carrlul walch 
tor symptoms and prompt ootlon If any appear will 
prove the most tltectlva rtmedj now known.— Walla 
Walla Unlon-BuUlUa.
